When  they  landed  from  the  boat  the  only  money  -he 
had  was  the  five,  dollars  of  Mary  Jane’s.  They  came 
by  oxen  team  from  Chicago  to  his  brother  David's 
home  in  .Stephenson  County,  Illinois.  They  first 
settled  in  Wards  Drove  Township  almost  .straight  east 
from  where  the  first  Stockton  Post  Office  was  held 
and  from  where  I  am  writing  this.  ^here,  two  more 
children  were  born - William  and  Marion. 

In  1841  he  bought  a  homestead  from  the  govern¬ 
ment  for  $1.25  an  acre  in  what  is  now  Stockton 
Township,  Illinois,  then  known  as  the  lost  section. 

He  cut  and  hewed  the  logs  and  erected  a  log  house 
by  the  Big  Spring  just  west  of  the  creek  that  is 
east  of  R.N.  Batchelder's  house.  Between  1854  and 
57  he  built  a  large  frame  house,  west,  and  several 
rods  back  from  the  road. 

In  1885  he  built  a  smaller  frame  house  right 
at  the  road.  Thus,  they  lived  on  this  same  homestead 
continuously  for  56  years  excepting  one  year  when 
they  lived  south  of  Morseville.  Grandmother  was  a 
short,  fleshy  woman,  very  industrious,  and  ever- 
ready  to  help  those  in  trouble.  If  anything  surprise 
her  she  would  say,  "I  jolly”.  For  years -they  attended 
the  Baptist  Church  at  Stockton  Center,  but  later 
leaned  toward  th'e  Universalist  faith.  For  nearly  a 
year  before  she  died  she  suffered  greatly  from  a 
rose  cancer  on  her  face. 

Grandfather  was  a  tall,  slender  man,  quick¬ 
tempered,  but  soon  over  it.  He  was  ever-ready  to 
help  a  neighbor  or  friend,  and  always  taking  someone 
and  giving  them  a  home  for  a  spell.  •  They  were 
the  parents  of  fourteen  children.  When  he  was  angyy 
he  could  swear  like  a  pirate,  but  never  when  not 
riled  up.  His  by-word  was  "by  gol  all  firelocks". 

He  was  a  farmer  by  occupation,  also  a  carpenter. 

He  was  School  Director  a  number  of  years.  He 
had  a  brown. team  of  horses  of  which  he  was  very 
proud  and  fond  of.  Their  names  were,  "Luce  and 
Walter" . 

One  night  the  team  was  stolen  from  the  stable 
while  he  was  attending  a  meeting  at  the  school  house. 
At  that  time  people,  besides  being  pioneers,  had  to 
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contend  with  bands  of  horse  thieves  and  all  kinds  of 
lawlessness.  For  weeks  he  was  in  the  saddle  almost 
night  and  day  hunting  his  horses:  They  finally  caught, 
the  thief,  but  only  after  they  had  a  rope  around  his 
neck  ready  to  hand  him  would  he  tell  where  the  team 
was . 


They  were  found  in  a  livery  barn  at  La  Salle, 
Illinois.  Although  they  had  been  dyed  a  coal  black, 
he  and  the  horses  recognized  each  other  at  once. 

The  livery  man  having  paid  a  good  price  for  them 
did  not  want  to  give  them  up,  but  was  compelled  to 
as  Mr.  Perry  proved  they  were  his  property  by  his 
private  mark. 


He  died  at  his  home  at  the  age  of  eighty-two 
years,  eight  months,  and  twenty-nine  days,  after  a 
brief  illness  caused  by  apoplexy,  just  three  weeks 
after  his  wife  was  buried.  Thus,  their  parting  was 
brief.  Both  are  buried  in' the  family  lot  in  the 
Morseville  Cemetery,  Morseville,  Jo  Daviess  County, 
Illinois.  The  children  follow.

December  31,  1839.  He  was  the  first  white  boy  born 
in  that -precinct .  He  always  said  he  was  born  the  last 
day  of  the  year,  the  last  day  of  the  month,  the  last 
day  of  the  week,  and  the  last  hour  in  the  day.  He 
died  August  28,  1927  within  three  miles  of  where  he 
was  born. 

He  was  married  to  Lydia  gmerette  Phelps,  November 
1,  1860  at  Gratiot,  Lafayette  County,  7/isconsin. 

They  were  the  parents  of  seven  children.  Lydia 
Fmerette  Phelps  was  born  September  24,  1845  in 
Pitcher,  Chenango  County,  New  York.  She  died  Feb¬ 
ruary  25,  1918  in  New  Hartford,  Iowa.  She  is  buried 
in  the  New  Hartford  Cemetery.  She  was  a  very  tall, 
large  woman,  always  jolly  and  kind-hearted.  We 
called  her  "Aunt  Net".

In  1864  they  moved  to  Butler  County:,;  Iowa  and 
in  1867  they  moved  to  Missouri,  driving  a  "six-horse" 
team  composed  of  four  cows  and  two  oxen.  The  oxen 
were  next  to  the  wagon.  They  had  milk  to  use  by 
milking  the  cows  on  the  way.  They  had  a  covered 
wagon.  The  first  camp  was  on  an  Island'  between  the 
main  branch  and  the  west  fork1 of  the  Iowa  River. 

They  had  to  remain  on  this  Island  five  days  on  account 
of  the  overflowing  of  the  river.  Being  very  cour-  - 
ageous  he  came  some  years  after  w'ith  his  family,  (in 
a  Ford?)  njo ,  a  Prairie  Schooner  all  the  way  from 
Missouri  to  Illinois  to  visit  his  parents. 

When  they  started  back  my  folks  went  a  ways 
with  them  taking  me  along,  just  a  tiny  "Tot".  When 
they  stopped  for  dinner,  I  said,  "Uncle  Bill,  where 
is  Missouri"?  He,  in  after  years  often  laughed  about 
it.  In  1881  they  moved  back  to  Iowa.  In  1885  they 
moved  to  Ackley,  -Iowa.  In  1894  they  moved  to  a 
farm  near  Swanton,  Iowa  where  he  resided  till  1916. 
Then  they  moved  to  New  Hartford,  Iowa.  He  united 
with  the  Universalist  Church  at  Stockton,  Illinois, 

'May  18,  1919.  He  was  a  large  man  with  snapping, 
black  eyes.  Thev  had  a  jolly  snap  to  them.  He 
was  a  man  respected  bv  all  who  knew  him.  He  was  an 
honest,  true  citizen. 

Politically  he  was  a  staunch  Democrat.  In  July 
1927  he,  with  his  daughter  Let  tie  Camp,  came  to 
Illinois  to  attend  the  Batche Ider-Hunt-Perry  Reunion. 
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After  the  reunion  he  visited  all  his  brothers,  sisters, 
nieces,  and  nephews,  and  in  August  came  to  visit  his 
niece,  Adaline  Reed,  on  Monday,  expecting  to  start 
for  Iowa  on  Thursday.  Tuesday  evening  he  was  .taken 
with  a  severe  chill  and  two  weeks  later,  after  all 
that  loving  care  could,  he  on  Sunday  A.M.,  August 
28,  1927,  went  to  his  Heavenly  Home.  On  Monday 
short  services  were  held  at  the  Universal ist  Church 
in  Stockton,  Illinois.  The  body  was  then  taken  by 
auto  to  Galena,  Illinois  and  from  there  over  to  the 
I.C.  Railroad  and  on  to  his  home  in  New  Hartford, 

Iowa,  where  services  were  held  on  Wednesday  from 
the  M.F.  Church.  He  was  buried  beside  his  wife  in 
the  N^w  Hartford  Cemetery.  The  day  he  was  taken 
sick  he  said  to  me,  "Well,  by  Grab,  I  have  seen

Mr.  and  Mrs.  McIntyre .began  housekeeping  in  a 
log  house,  standing  on  the  hillside  on  the  west  side 
of  the  road  just  north  of  the  f irst  stream  north  of 
Hs  A.  Perry's  house.  The  house  had  been  moved  from 
the  original  old  log  house  on  the  east  eighty.  It 
had  been  used  f or  a  dwelling  and  also  for  a  school 
house . 


In  the  spring  of  1873  they,  with  their  three 
children,  with  a  team  and  covered  wagon,  and  thirty 
head  of  cattle  started  for  Iowa.  Marian  drove  the 
team  most  of  the  yvay  as  he  had  to  drive  the  cattle, 

They  made  the  trip  in  eighteen  days  and  settled  near 
Oak  Field,  Audubon  County,  Iowa,  now  known  as  Brayton, 
Iowa.  They  lived  there  two  years,  then  moved  to 
Cass  County  near  Atlantic,  remaining  there  eight 
years.  In  the  soring  of  1882  they  bought  a  farm  of 
120  acres  near  Audubon,  Audubon  County,  Iowa  and 
lived  there  eighteen  years.

In  the  summer  of  1883  Aunt  Marian  organized  the 
first  Sunday  School  ever  held  in  that  township  in 
Audubon  Counts,  Iowa.  She  was  S.S.  Super inte ndant , 
also  teacher  of  the  young  men's  Bible  class  until 
about  1891  or  2  when  Rev.  A.V.  Knepper  came  to 
Audubon  to  preach.  He  also  began  preaching  at  the 
Mellville  Center  school  house.  He  succeeded  in  getting 
a  church  built  on  the  opposite  corner.  Uncle  "Min" 
gave  one  acre  of . ground  *  and  one  hundred  dollars  for 
the  Church.  In  1929  the  church  was  still  standing 
and  used  for  Services,  a  monument  to  these  faithful 
Christian  Pioneers.  In  1900  they  sold  their  home, 
buying  another  80  acre  farm  near  Jamaca,  Iowa  in 
Guthrie  County,  living  there  six  years.

VI-4’  Martha  Elizabeth  Perry  (Henry,  Freegift) 
was  horn  December  25,  1846  in  the  old  log  house  on 
the  Perry  Homestead  in  Stockton  Township,  Jo  Daviess 
County,  Illinoie.  She  married  at  the  Court  House  in 
Monroe,  Wisconsin,  July  4,  1868  to  Rinaldo  Batchelder, 
born  in  Montville,  Geauga  County,  Ohio,  May  9,  1847. 

She  died  November  23,  1924  in  Stockton,  Illinois  a 
few. rods  from  her  birth  place,  having  lived  her  entire 
life  on  the  same  farm  excepting  one  year  in  Monroe, 
Wisconsin.  She  received  her  education  in  the  rural 
schools,  first  in  a  log  school  house  near  her  father’s 
home,  then  at  what  is  now  know  as  Spring  Valley 
District  51,  one -half  mile  east  of  her  home.  When 
a  girl  at  home,  s'he  wove  denim  and  homespun  dresses 
made  from  cloth  spun  and  woven  by  the  early  pioneer 
women.

Martha  worked  out  by  the  week  when  a  girl  and  not 
needed  at  home.  She  worked  a  long  time  for  Mrs. 
Harrison  Lepper.  She  was  a  fine  seamstress  and  did 
much  sewing.  She  was  tall  and  slender,  built  like 
her  father.  She  had  dark  hair  and  wyes  and  was  a 
good  looking  woman.  She  was  named  after  her  Aunt 
Martha,  and  received  a  little  mustard  cut  and  ladle 
for  her  name  (which  I  now  have.)  The  first  year  of 
her  married  life  she  spent  in  Monroe,  Wisconsin. 

They  then  moved  back  to  Illinois  and  worked  for  her 
father  for  a  while,  living  in  one  part  of  his  house 
and  I  was  born  there. 

She  was  converted  at  A  Series  of  Meetings  conduct¬ 
ed  by  Hlder  Tory  at  Stockton  Center,  Illinois  during 
the  winter  of  1866  and  joined  the  Baptist  Church  by 
immersion  the  following  spring.  In  the  spring  of 
1886  she  joined  the  M.H.  Church  at  Morseville,  Ill¬ 
inois  and  transferred  to  the  Stockton  M.B.  Church 
some  six  years  later.

She  was  faithful  to  the  Lord 
Jesus  and  to  his  servant  Pastors  as  well.  Nothing 


was  too. much  trouble  for  her  if  she  could  make  some¬ 
one  happy  by  doing  it.  Hhe  was  a  faithful  helpmate 
in  every  sense  of  the  word,. 

The  .young  folks  in  the  neighborhood  would  gather 
in  her  home  evenings  and  have  a  .jolly  time.  I  can 
remember  when  I  was  a  small  girl,  how  they  would  come 
and  at  the  gate  would  call' out,  "popcorn  and  hickory 
nuts".  One  winter  Mother  popped  two  bushels  of 
popcorn  and  father  cracked  three  bushel  of  hickory 
nuts.  What  good  times  they  had. 

After  Aunt  Matilda  died.  Uncle  Wm.  Batchelder 
and  children,  Harry  and  Gertrude,  lived  with  us  for 
several  years.  Harry  called  it  home  until  he  was 
married.  Mattha1  and  Rinaldo  made  a  Home  to  raise 
their  family.  In  1877  they  bought.  80  acres  of  land 
from  her  father,  paying  him  $2500  for  it.  They 'cleared 
a  place  in  the  wouthwest  corner  and  built  a  frame 
one -and-a-hal f  story  house,  16  by  24  ft.  They  dug 
a  well,  built  a  ns mall  stable  with  a  thatch  roof. 

They  moved  into  their  new  home  the  latter  part  of 
January  1878,  when  their  son,  Bert,  was  three  weeks 
old. 

Father  hauled  the  lumber  from  Savanna,  Illinois 
with  a  team  and  wagon,  twenty-five  miles  away.  He 
left  home  at  three  A.M.,  rode  the  hounds  of  the 
wagon  to  Savanna,  and  the  load  of  lumber  back,  not 
getting  home  until  nine  P.M.  A  few  years  later  he 
built  a  barn. 

Mother  helped  him  make  hay,  pick  corn,  milk, 
and  did  all  kinds  of  farm  work.  They  reared  and  ed¬ 
ucated  their  family. 

In  1890  they  remodeled  the  house  and  added  more 
to  it.  Later  they  purchased  75  acres  more  land  with 
a  house  on  it.  After  the  death  of  his  wife,  her 
sister,  Laura,  kept  house  for  him  for  nine  years. 

Then  he  was  taken  sick  and  his  daughter,  Adaline, 
and  husband,  cared  for  him  from  March  1933  till  he 
passed  away  Beptember  15,  1935,  at  the  age  of  eighty- 
eight  years  and  scarcely  any  gray  hairs.  He  was  a 
small,  stout  man,  but  he  was  a  good  Daddy,  faithful 
to  his  church  and  Sunday  Bchool  as  long  as  his  health 
permitted. 
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He  was  converted  the  winter  of  1885  and  was 
immersed  "by  Rev.  Carson  in  1887.  He  joined  the  Meth¬ 
odist  Church  at  Morseville,  later  transferring  to 
the  M.F.  Church  in  Stockton.

5*  Fzra  Thompson  Perry  (Freegift)  was  the  youngest 
child  of  Freegift  Holbrook  Perry,  Sr.  and  Chloe 
Bennette  Perry,  horn  at  Lyme,  Jefferson  Co.,  New  Yor' 
September  2,  1817.  He  was  two  years  old  when  his 
father  died.  He  grew  to  manhood  in  New  York  and  re¬ 
ceived  his  education  from  the  pioneer  schools  taught 
in  the  log  cabin.  As  soon  as  he  was  large  enough 
he  went  out  to  work,  farming  at  $6.00  per  month,  and 
was  thus  employed  during  the  summer  seasons  until 
he  was  thirteen  years  old.  After  reaching  his 
majority,  he  determined  to  seek  his  fortune  in  the 
West.  On  the  sixteenth  day  of  September  1839 
he  started  for  the  Prairies  of  Illinois,  embarking 
first  on  Lake  Ontario,  whence  he  journeyed  to  Lewis¬ 
ton,  taking  his  first  ride  on  the  cars  from  there  to 
Bu  f  f  a 1 o ,  Nnw  Yo r k . 

Again  availing  himself  of  the  water  route,  he 
not  long  after,  reached  Chicago,  Illinois,  which 
gave  little  promise  of  its  future  greatness,  being 
composed  simply  of  a  few  houses  planted  in  the  mud 
and  visited  by  a  varied  assortment  of  people--I ndians , 
traders,  stock-drovers,  and  other  numerous  adventurers 
who  passed  through.  From  Chicago  he  started  on  foot 
for  Stephenson  County  where  two  of  his  brothers  had 
already  located.  He  got  an  occasional  ride,  but 
tramped  most  of  the  way/  arriving  at  his  destination. 

He  made  his  home  with  one  of  his  brothers  for  some 
years  and  worked  bv  the  day  or  month. 

Cal e na ,  Illinois  was  then  but  a  hamlet,  disting¬ 
uished  bor  its  lead  mines.  It  was  the  only  market 
in  either  Stephenson  or  Jo  Daviess  County,  Illinois. 

In  1842  he  bought  a  claim  on  section  thirty-two  of 
what  is  now  Neat  Point  Township,  which  he  never  entered, 
but  made-  another  claim  on  section  thirty-five  in  the 
same  township.  Freeport  had  just  started  to  be  a 
town. 

In  1845  jie  went  to  Jo  Daviess  County,  and  in 
company  with  his  brother  Henry,  engaged  in  farming 
for  a  period  of  seven  years,  in  the  meantime  securing 
the  title  to  his  last  purchase,  and  making  improve¬ 
ments  as  the  time  and  opportunity  afforded. 

In  the  fall  of  1841,  October  17,  in  Illinois, 
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he  married.  Mary  C.  Howard,  horn  March  21,  1825  in 
Jefferson  County,  New  York.  She  was  the  daughter  of 
•.\  Parker  and  Lovica  (Boomer)  Howard.  This  data  was 
taken  from  the  Stephenson  County,  Illinois  History 
published  in  1888.  It  must  have  been  given  either 
by  Ezra  or  David,  so  it  is  probably  correct. 

Mother  told  rn«  that  Uncle  Uzra  and  Aunt  Mary 
lived  on  his  brother  Henry's  farm  in  another  log 
.house  near  the  big  spring  until  1852  when  he  built:^d 
house  on  his  land,  into  which  he  moved,  and  resided 
for  thirty-two  years.  He  made  extensive  improvements 
and  had  an  up-to-date  farm  and  buildings.  In  1884  he 
sold  his  farm  and  moved  to  Lena,  Illinois.  He  kept 
himself  well  informed  in  regard  to  passing  events 
and  was  always  a  man  of  decided  opinions,  though 
never  offensive  \ n  the  expressing  of  them.  When 
first  exercising  the  right  of  sufferage,  he  was  a 
staunch  adherent  of  the  old  "Whig  Party,"  but  after 
its  abandonment,  he  became  a  staunch  Republican.  He 
was  Township  Supervisor  for  four  years,  also  served 
as  School  Trustee  and  Director  for  a  number  of  years. 
Religiously,  he  was  a  Baptist.  He  had  a  fine  physique, 
was  very  tall,  straight,  and  dignified  looking.  He 
had  a  kindly,  Jovial  disposition. 

He  and  his  wife  went  to  Hampton,  Iowa,  to  visit - 
their  daughter,  Lovica  La  than.  While  they  were  there 
he  was  stricken  with  diabetis  and  passed  away  November 
4,  1895.  He  was  buried  at  Lena,  Illinois.  The  above 
was  partly  taken  from  a  Hampton,  Iowa  paper. 

Mrs.  Perry,  "Aunt  Mary  Uzra" ,  as  we  always 
called  her,  because  there  were  so  many  Mary's  in  the 
Perry  family,  was  very  energetic  and  had  a  remarkable 
memory.  She  was  sorely  afflicted  with  rheumatism  for 
many  years.  After  the  death  of  her  husband,  she  went 
to  Hampton,  Iowa,  and  resided  with  her  daughter, 

Lovica,  Mrs.  Harvey  Latham,  until  Lovica  passed 
away.  She  then  went  to  live  with  Mrs.  Stella  Wallace, 
a  grandaughter ,  at  whose  home  she  passed  away.  She 
is  buried  at  Lena,  Illinois  beside  her  husband.
